Over their lifetime, 1in 5 of women and 1in 7 men experience severe physical violence by
an intimate partner.®

Over their lifetime, 1in 3 (31%) women and 1in 6 (16%) men have been stalked by an

intimate partner placing them in fear for their own life or the lives of those close to them.®

Around half of the women visiting emergency departments report a history of abuse, and
about 40% of those killed by their abusers had sought help in the two years before their
death.’
